It Is easily placed In an un- 
degrouml bombproof and IH capable 
of starting almost Instantaneous 
generation of electricity to replace 
regular power plants,

The combustion gas turbine oper- 
ates on cheap oil fed In a contin- 
uous, blazing jot into scaled com- 


bustion chamber. The chamber fills 
with tho same burned gassca that 
usually go up the chimney. They 
are mainly nitrogen, carbon dioxide, 
a little water vapor and a little 
oxygen. 


But they are very hot and try to 


expand In thu combustion chamber. 
Tho only eacapu 
from 
thora Is 


through vents over the bladeg of 
a turbine wheel or rotor. The escap- 
ing gunoa travel very fast and drive 
tho turbine at high speed. Tho tur- 
hlnu In turn directly turns an elec- 
tric generator.

out through a flue, like the exhaust 
of an automobile.

Stunned by tho world spectacle 


of today, with tyranny seemingly 
triumphant, and the old integri- 
ties flouted 
by nations and by 


classes and by individuals, we des- 
perately need reassurance, lest we 
fall In with the black mood of 
the pessimistic prophets who see ft 
runaway world going, to complete 
smash. 


That reassurance is found in the 


Bible, with its spacious sense of 
Eternal Justice working out long, 
long plans. Our present Lesson is 
timely, with Its cameo-cut picture 
of Bolshevik expropriation of prop- 
erty by the violence of "workers 
and peasants." 


This Parable of the 
Wicked 


Husbandmen Is strangely contem- 
porary. It portrays what has hap- 
pened within the 
past 
twenty 


years In many parts of the world. 
A "dictatorship of the proletariat/' 
has forcibly deprived property own- 
ers of their rights, and often of 
their lives. Dmjing the 
Russian 


revolution, while I was there, ten 
thousand officers were murdered 
simply because they were officers. 
Myriads of "kulaks," or property- 
holding prosperous farmers, have 
since been sent to Siberia or to 
death. Is it any wonder that many 
men of wealth see Communism as 
Ti bugaboo, knowing that the first 
act of successful revolutionists Is 
to strip them of their property? 
While not condoning the abuse of 
their privilege by the "haves," and 
In no wise holding a brief for a 
social order fillec' with exploita- 
tion, I yet stand with tho Master 
in His 'insistence upon righteous- 
ness and justice, toward the rich 
and poor alike.

vants to receive the master's share 
of the product of the vineyard, 
the servants were killed. Then he 
sent other servants, who met the 
same fate. Then, sure that his own 
son would be respected, he sent 
him. 
But these early Bolsheviks 


reckoned that with the son out of 
the way, nothing could hinder 
their possession of the property; 
so they killed him also. 


But that was not the end of the 


story. The householder returned in 
force, and 
"miserably 
destroyed 


those miserable men." The grim 
picture-points the ultimate triumph 
of Justice. The householder 
had 


been Incredibly patient; but pun- 
ishment for the thieving murder- 
ers was Inevitable. Their black dis- 
loyalty and greed and crime could 
not go unpunished In a world 
where Eternal Justice reigns. 
"Though the mills of God grind 


slowly, 
Yet they grind exceedingly 
small; 


Though with patience He stands 


waiting, 


With exactness grinds He all." 
Some wrongs are righted in this 


world, and all In tho next. It forti- 
fies our soul, in the presence of 
vast and bitter injustice, to know 
that God is still on His throne. 
Social Justice is Inevitable, 
The 


Supreme Will ultimately is done. 
With a sense of awe, we leave the 
transgressors in the hands of a 
just God. Once a publisher cheat- 
ed me out of all the royalties of a 
book I had written which had sold 
more than 300,000 copies. I ended 
our relationship by saying that I 
left the case In the hands of Ulti- 
mate Authority. Soon the three ac- 
tive heads of the firm were dead. 
They have had to render account 
for the deeds done in the flesh. 
The thing was fairly scaresome. 
All of us must finally reckon with 
the Lord of 
the 
vineyard. Con- 


sciousness of Him should bo the 
ruling motive in 
every 
transac- 


tion, 
What Sort of God? 


Hell has been dropped from the 


theology of many modern religious 
teachers. But it is still In the Bible. 


In an era of gelatlnous-mindcd- 


ness, we have separated the attrib- 
ute of justice from tho amorphous 
Being whom we vaguely worship. 
The popular God is a genial, easy- 
going, good-natured Deity who has 
no moral convictions, no laws that 
must be considered, and who ulti- 
mately makes everything all right 


1 for everybody. He is just a Good 
; Man, Indiscriminately kind to good 


(and bad. 
1 
But events are sternly calling us 
| back to the consciousness that If 


i there is a God at all He must be a 


- Sovereign with standards; and 
of 


j a nature that exacts obedience to 
! His laws. Is the moral anarchy 
1 that has cursed the world, to be ex- 


tended into heaven, too? "Shall 
not the Judge of all the earth do 
right?" 
Somewhere, 
somehow, 


within the sway of Eternal Jus- 
tice, there must be retribution for 
the rape of China, for the extinc- 
tion of Ethiopia, and for the fall 
of the other little nations in the 
onmarch of ruthless and criminal 
power. And for the hideous social 
injustices which mark our 
so- 


ciety, there must surely be an ac- 
counting. If God is God, then His 
law must be reckoned with. The 
gentle -Jesus taught the terrible 
truth of a hell. 


The "Yen Man" of tho BU>lo 
In the other of the two parables 


which make up this Lesson, Je- 
sus pictured the father who asked 
his two sons to work in his vine- 
yard. The first said he would not 
go, but afterward repented and 
wont. The second politely replied, 
"I go, sir";—and wont not. 


This second son was of the easy- 


going, unoffending, 
dilly-dallying 


"yes man" type. He was quick to 
agree, but slow to perform. He was 
of the sort to be among the first 
to find religion in a revival meet- 
ing, and also first to lose it when 
practical Christianity was 
called 


for. 
His words were 
ever 
fairer 


than his deeds. All of us 
know 


him; some of us are he. Such are 
the ones who pave hell with good 
intentions, never 
fulfilled. 
They 


are hearers of the word, and not 
doers. 


On the other hand, the first son 


was slow to say, but sure to do. 
He did not like the prospect of 
vineyard work; it did not suit his 
convenience or taste, and he hon- 
estly said so. But he had a brain 
and a conscience, and a sense of 
filial loyalty. So, after thought, he 
laid aside his town garments, and 
girded himself for vineyard toll. 
He was a doer of the word. He 
was of tho breed of those who do 
not lightly commit themselves to a 
new cause or task; but, once com-

He declared the farmers must 


realize a new era was at hand and 
prepare to readjust themselves to 
changed conditions regardless of 
the cost. He blamed the failure 
of Texas farmers to realize the 
need of Intensive production meth- 
ods for fewer acres for the decline 
In cotton acreage In the past ten 
years equivalent to the entire de- 
crease of other southern states. 
He said other southern states were 
aided In maintaining their acre- 
| ages by the fact they sold their pro- 
ducts to their own mills. 


Referring to the problem of the 


blackland belt and Corsicana and 
Navarro county in particular, the 
speaker said this problem should 
not be so particularly difficult be- 
cause of the proximity of many 
potential chemurgic materials and 
the wealth of good business men 
and other necessary resources.

The December daily production 


of crude oil was 3,703,500 barrels 
or about 25,000 less than the rec- 


j ord production of November. The 
total 1939 output of 1,264,256,000 
barrels exceeded the 1938 produc- 
tion by about 50,000,000 barrels. 


Texas, California and Oklahoma 


showed little change in December 
daily output but most other states 
registered declines. Kansas drop- 
ped from 188,400 dally in Novem- 
ber to 175,700 In December which, 
the bureau said was "particularly 
severe." 


Illinois crude oil production In- 


creased about 70,000,000 barrels 
in 1939, rising from 24,075,000 In 
1938 
to a total of 94,303,000. 


The bureau said the 1939 do- 


mestic motor fuel demand totaled 
552,557,000 barrels, a Rain of six 
per cent over 1938. Motor fuel ex- 
ports of 44,559,000, it said, were 
11 per cent below the previous 
year. 


Gasoline stocks

rise much more rapidly than In 
1938. The bureau estimated

Declaring: future crop benefits will 
be practically nil, State Agriculture 
Commissioner J. E. McDonald to- 
day advocated adoption of the do- 
mestic allotment plan with an ex- 
cise tax on finished products to 
finance adjustment 
payments. 
McDonald told the South Texas 


County Judges Association in con- 
vention here congress apparently 
intended to slice $580,000,000 from 
agriculture appropriations and pre- 
dicted resulting injury to agricul- 
ture and all other industries. 


He asserted there could be no 


stabilization of agriculture as long 
as farmers depended upon "hand- 
outs." 


The commissioner advocated a 


crop program which allots a por- 
tion of each farmer's produce to 
the domestic market for which he 
would receive an adjustment pay- 
ment which with the "street" price 
would give parity.

Three New Aids 
Ughten Payments 
Mortgaged Farms 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Feb. 8.— 


(fl3)—Adoption of three additional 
measures to lighten mortgage pay- 
ments by farmers who are in fi- 
nancial trouble because of condi- 
tions beyond their control was an- 
nounced today by A. G. Black, 
governor of the Farm Credit Ad- 
ministration, speaking before the 
Association of Southern Agricul- 
tural Workers. 
Tha three measures outlined by 
Black were: 


1. A "standstill 
agreement" by 
which all payments on a second 
mortgage commissioner loan may 
be held in abeyance for a definite 
period so the borrower may he- 
come current on his first-mortgage, 
Federal Land Bank loan. 


2. A variable payment plan, by 


which payments vary according to 
farm Income, the borrowed not be- 
ing required to pay more than a 
reasonable portion In any given 
year, This plan is designed to en- 
able borrowers to bridge over low- 
Income years and recoup In years 
of bettor-than-average farm Income, 
3. Suspend payment plan, under 


which the borrower, for a defin- 
ite period, pays a fixed amount 
less than his regular Installments.
